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“The National Provisioner” comments on the evil of 
having three departments trying to do the same thing in 
sections in provisioning our Army. It argues that “the 
party which gathers the food should haul the food, feed 
the food and be responsible to the War Department for 
the whole process of provisioning the Army. Such a 
course has now been recommended to the Government 
by two trained Army officers in their official reports.” 





One effect of the Boer war is the turning of consider- 
able British gold into the pockets of Americans. A large 
order for ammunition has been placed with the Union 
Metallic Cartridge Company at Bridgeport, Conn., 
Messrs. Armour, of Chicago, have also received large 
orders for canned goods, and mules are being purchased 
and shipped off to the Cape by the thousand. The plac- 
ing these orders for food in the United States is creating 
much discontent in Australia. 

The Secretary of War has directed that permission 
be granted by post commanders to the International Com- 
mittee of Young Men’s Christian Associations to estab- 
lish their work among the Regular or Volunteer soldiers 
at posts and camps of the Army in the United States, 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippine Islands, and has 
enjoined such commanders to facilitate the efforts of the 
committee to provide helpful social and unsectarian re- 
ligious influences by providing such suitable quarters as 
are available; the privilege thus granted to be subject 
to the control of commanding officers, so as not to inter- 
fere with military operations. 








Edward Atkinson’s pamphlets on the “Hell of War” 
are meeting with a sorry success among the very per- 
sons whom they were intended to mislead. Here we 
are told by letters from Honolulu that our soldiers sta- 
tioned in the quiet garrison there have been deserting 
in order to get to Manila. The 6th Artillery batteries 
stationed there lost between twenty and thirty men 
in a few days by desertion. All the soldiers there are 
reported anxious to be sent to Manila. The men think 
they can steal aboard a transport and on arrival report 
to the officers of the 6th at Manila and escape with 
slight punishment. The soldiers are willing to stand 
thirty days in the guardhouse for the sake of getting to 
the scene of the war. 


Those of the Army who are given to the imbibing of 
“soft stuff’ may put to use the suggestion we have re- 
ceived from a correspondent in the Transvaal, who says 
that the gold diggers put soda water bottles on the points 
of tent poles to draw off the lightning that is peculiarly 
deadly. Such a happy and easy way of insulating one’s 
abode will doubtless commend itself to our Philippine 
fighters. Soda may attract lightning, but it has more nat- 
ural attraction for a fluid which makes with it the con- 
coction known as “B and 8,” which in a torrid climate is 
even more dangerous than lightning, because it is more 
certain in its operation. 








The purpose of the Navy Department to retire the 
battleships Indiana and Texas from active service while 
these vessels are undergoing extensive repairs will lead 
to the detachment shortly of their commanding officers 
who must be assigned to other duty. Capt. Dickins, 
who has recently joined the Indiana, will be given the 
first available ship suitable to his rank, and Capt. Sigs- 
bee, commanding the Texas, is to become Chief of the 
Intelligence Bureau in Washington, succeeding Comdr. 
Richardson Clover, who will be ordered to London as 
naval attaché of the American embassy. Lieut. Comdr. 
J. ©. Colwell, whose term has expired, will be détached 
and ordered home for sea service. The withdrawal of 
these vessels and the departure of the Brooklyn and 
New Orleans for Manila reduces the home station to 
practically but three vessels, the flagship New York, 
the Massachusetts and the Detroit. Admiral Farquhar’s 
command is thus more than one-half reduced. As stated 
in these despatches the usual winter cruise of the fleet 
will be abandoned this year on that account. 

It would be difficult to find anywhere in the depart- 
ment of periodical literature a more lamentable exhibition 
of ignorance or spite than that made in the Boston 
“Herald” of Sunday, Oct. 22, in the form of two pictures 
entitled ““T'wo Different Methods.” One represents Gen- 
eral Otis asleep in a hammock, and the other shows 
John Bull, with his coat off, making havoe among the 
Boers. There can be but one possible excuse for the 
appearance of such a picture, and that is the soporific 
effect upon the artist’s patriotic intelligence (if he has 
any) of the misrepresentations condemning General Otis, 
by disgruntled newspaper correspondents and the stim- 
ulus to his imagination found in the exaggerated state- 
ments concerning British success in South Africa, 
coming through prejudiced English sources. Thus far 
the campaign in the Philippines has been much better 
managed than that in the Natal, and the successes far 
greater, taking into account the actual facts and cir- 
cumstances of the situation. We are attempting an in- 
vasion of an enemy’s country eight thousand miles away, 
in which we have ne previous footing; the English 
are on their defence in their own territory in South 
Africa, having been unable with months of warning to 
prevent an enemy, vastly inferior in numbers and re- 
sources, from taking advantage of them. The author of 
the picture in the “Herald” is evidently a foreigner, for 
we cannot imagine any American so perverting the plain 
facts. This disposition to belittle his own countrymen 
and exaggerate the virtues of the foreigner at his ex- 
pense is an unfortunate characteristic of too many of 
our newspapers. We did expect better things of the Bos- 
ton “Herald.” id 
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Owing to the growing scarcity 
bear from which bearskin caps are made, and the conse- 
quent rise in price, a brigade committee has been ap- 
pointed to report to the Bri as 
pediency of abolishing this cap.

number of bearskins required will be only about 1,000

A further increase of the Hospital Corps in the Philip- 
pines is to be made to meet the requirements of a request 
from Col. Woodhull, Chief Surgeon at Manila. Col. 
Woodhull has cabled a request for 12 hospital stewards 
and 32 acting hospital stewards and 700 privates. This 
has been to some extent anticipated by the Medical De- 
partment. Col. Woodhull has now 38 stewards, 98 act- 
ing stewards and 1,041 privates. There are four hospital 
stewards, 10 acting stewards and 268 privates now on 
the way to Manila, and each Volunteer regiment leaving 
for the Philippines has 14 Hospital Corps men. Besides 
these, 120 privates are now ready for departure and will 
leave New York within a short time on the transports 
going by the way of the Suez Canal. 








It seems to be settled that the game of football be- 
tween Annapolis and West Point will come off. It is 
said that 4,000 tickets will be sent to each academy and 
that 17,000 will be distributed in Philadelphia, students 
of University of Pennsylvania, etc., thus making 25,000, 
representing the capacity of the grounds. We learn that 
on application to the Superintendent of the Military 
Academy all Army officers can secure tickets, and in 
like manner that Naval officers can obtain them from 
Superintendent of Naval Academy. It is reported that 
Mr. Cassatt will place a special train at the disposal of 
the team and officers and ladies at West Point to con- 
vey them to and from Philadelphia free of charge. There 
seems some doubt as to the free transportation of any 
outside the team.

Orders were issued at Washington for the purchase 
of $1,500,000 worth of clothing, Army hats, tents, rus- 
set shoes, leggins and the like, which is expected to meet 
the demand of the Army in the Philippines for about 
six months, when another supply must be sent out. The 
light linen uniform suit adopted for troops in the tropics 
will be secured in large quantities. Hundreds of tents 
are also included to replace those which have become 
weather-beaten by the continuous rains during the 
last summer and autumn. Besides these supplies the 
ordnance bureau is to purchase in the open market near- 
ly half a million dollars of ordnance supplies of which 
$50,000 will be used in the purchase of rapid fire guns. 
Quantities of ammunition for small arms, field guns and 
machine guns, besides a suitable supply of saluting 
powder, which has run short, are also to be bought 
and sent to General Otis. These supplies are to be ship- 
ped from New York on the next transports leaving for 
Manila. It is proposed that when the campaign opens 
there shall be no lack of either ammunition, clothing 
or equipment for the troops in the field. The Army is 
to be the best supplied probably of any ever fighting in 
foreign territory. 
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The spirit animating the Boers at the beginning of 
the war is illustrated by the experiences of a corre- 
spondent of the London “Standard,” who was captured 
by the Transvaalers but subsequently released. Spirit 
at the beginning of a war is one thing; what it will be 
a few weeks later will be quite a different thing. The 
correspondent, under date of Oct. 25, telegraphed: 
“Unsoldierly as the Boers might seem there was no 
mistaking their physical fitness. Nearly all of them 
are strong, powerfully built men, while a few are verita- 
ble giants. They were all in highest spirits; for in- 
stance, on the night of our capture our field cornet 
was induced to preside over an impromptu smoking con- 
cert. It was amusing to see a Johannesburger playing 
the piano with his gun still slung over his shoulder, while 
his more rustic comrades stood around spellbound. They 
sang “Transvaal Volkslied’ with immense fervor. The 
one subject of their talk was their resolute determina- 
tion to fight to the last for the independence of their 
country.” 
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“Ta Illustracion Naval y Militar” says of Brazil that 
unless it be much mistaken, the preliminaries are even 
now being arranged of a quadruple alliance between the 
South American States—Brazil, Chili. Uruguay and the 
Argentine Republic. It is, observes the journal, a mat- 
ter of great importance to their prosperity that a “cus- 
toms union” should be agreed upon between them, and 
that a still closer alliance is indispensable in view of 
the growing influence in the Pacific of the United States 
of North America, and the possibility of European ag- 
gression against single-handed South American States, 
especially Brazil, whose territory is, coterminous with 
the colonial frontiers of no fewer than three European 
powers. The United States has no reason to wish any- 
thing but success to such an alliance. To a union of 
independent States our own greatness is due, and in 
this direction lies the future of South America. Our 
Brazilian contemporary calls attention to the fact that 
what was proposed at the Hague, viz., voluntary recourse 
to arbitration previous to a declaration of war, has been 
surpassed in Séuth America, where the principle of obli- 
gatory arbitration has been already adopted by the Ar- 
gentine Republic in its diplomatic relations with Chili, 
Uruguay, Brazil and Italy. 





The complaints that came from Cleveland, Ohio, as to 
the treatment of soldiers sent home from Manila, were 
promptly answered by the War Department. When the 
names of the growlers were obtained it was shown that 
they were discharged in Manila at their own request, and 
received from $188 to $500 each. As they were landed 
in San Francisco without expense to themselves, if they 
reached home penniless it was because they stopped on 
the way to have a good time, and were mean enough to 
cover their extravagance by bringing complaints against 
the Government, which treats such fellows far better 
than they deserve. No good soldier would bring such a 
false accusation. 


The Secretary of War has instructed the Quarter- 
master General to forward from San Francisco any 
Christmas boxes which may be delivered there prior to 
Nov. 20 for officers and soldiers in the Philippines. Such 
boxes should be consigned to Major O. F. Long, Genera! 
Superintendent, Army Transport Service, San Francisco, 
Cal. Also to forward from New York any Christmas 
boxes which may be delivered there prior to Nov. 1, such 
boxes to be consigned to Major F. B. Jones, Genera! 
Superintendent, Army Transport Service, Pier 22, Co- 
lumbia Stores, Brooklyn, N. Y¥. All boxes should be 
plainly marked with the name of the officer or soldier for 
whom they are intended, giving the company and regi- 
ment or other organization to which he belongs, and 
should be further marked “Christmas Box.” All freight 
or express charges on these boxes to San Francisco or 
New York must in every case be prepaid by the senders, 
the maximum weight of boxes to be about 20 pounds. 
They should contain no perishable matter. 








According to a despatch from Manila, General Otis 
has issued a strict order forbidding the publication by 
the Manila newspapers of any information regarding 
proposed operations. The arrival and departure of troops 
is included in the prohibition. This order should have 
been issued before, and probably would have been, ex- 
cept for the desire of General Otis to accord to the press 
all possible privileges. A proper conduct of military 
operations depends almost entirely upon the secrecy of 
the movements. Manila is full of native spies who seize 
eagerly upon every remark showing the proposed opera- 
tions of the Americans. This is quickly communicated 
to the commanding officers of the insurgent forces. The 
secret of the English victory at Glencoe this week was 
due to the information received in advance of the inten- 
tion of the Boers to take them in reverse. Patriotic 
Americans will commend General Otis’s policy, realizing 
that General Otis cannot issue too stringent orders re- 
garding the proposed movements of troops. The lives of 
the American soldiers depend upon the policy, and the 
people of the United States depend upon General Otis to 
maintain it. 
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The value of our naval fights in the Spanish war is 
beginning to appear in foreign works that are written 
by thoughtful students of things naval. In “Jahrbuch 
fur Deutschlands Selinteressen,” a book devoted to the 
interests of Germany at sea, the author thus discusses 
the much-ad®ocated substitution of fast protected cruis- 
ers for battleships: “The destructive gun fire of the 
Americans riddled the sides of the armored Spanish 
cruisers, swept the gunners from their guns, and set 
everything infammable on fire. In a sea fight it is not 
speed but offensive and defensive power which wins the 
day. Speed diminishes each day with the growth on the 
ship’s hull, but the fighting power of the battleship re- 
mains at its full strength. The destruction of the Span- 
ish fast cruisers speaks volumes. The American battle- 
ship Oregon at the outbreak of the war was at San 
Francisco, and without any strain on her machinery she 
did the 14,000 miles to the West Indies at eleven knots an 
hour, and was then equal to sixteen knots an hour 
when she attacked the Colon outside Santiago and de- 
stroyed her. The battleship, therefore, must be consid- 
ered of very great value even when far from home.” We 
fear that the German author has not read the history of 
the Santiago fight aright if he gives to the Oregon the 
credit of destroying the Colon.

Perhaps it is fortunate for the President that his ap- 
pointments to the West Point Military Academy and 
Annapolis are limited to ten at each institution or 
else it would require considerably more of his time in 
making selections. There are few, if any, positions under 
the National Government for which the competition is 
keener, and the number of applicants greater than for 
the cadetships at the two schools. Some Congressmen, 
especially in thickly populated city districts, are given 
a vast amount of trouble in making their selections, but 
for some reason boys who have no Congressional repre- 
sentation or cannot claim citizenship in any special dis- 
trict, all seem to think their chances of Presidential 
favor most promising. The number of appointments 
averages one and sometimes two a year for the two in- 
stitutions, but they are always anticipated by hundreds 
of applicants who file their papers with sufficient poli- 
tical support ordinarily to secure a foreign legation. 
No at large vacancies will exist at West Point until 
1901, yet there are now five hundred applications filed 
with the War Department. There will be one vacancy 
at Annapolis next year and the candidates are coming 
in fast for this. If the practice inaugurated by Presi- 
dent Cleveland and followed by his predecessors is ad- 
hered to the places will go to close connections of Army 
and Navy people, they being clearly entitled to such 
places inasmuch as the average Army and Navy man 
has no permanent legal residence. 
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OOM PAUL'S PEOPLE. 


From Mr. Howard ©. Hillega’s volume entitled “Oom 
Paul’s People,” published by D. Appleton & Co., we 
make the following interesting extracts: 

“Probably no inland country in the world is half so 
well pi red for war at any time as that little govern- 
ment, Which can boast of having less than thirty thou- 
sand voters. German experts were to formu 
late plans for the defence of the country, and HDuropean 
urtillerists were secured to teach the arts of modern war- 
fare to the men at the head of the Boer Army. Sev- 
eral Americans of milita training became the in- 
structors in the national m school at Pretoria, and 
even the women and children me imbued with the 
necessity of warlike preparation, and learned the use of 
arms, Several million pounds were annually spent in 
Lurope in the purchase of the armanent required by the 
plans formulated by the experts, and the whole country 
was placed on a war footing. Every important strategic 
position Was made as impregnable as modern skill and 
arms could make it, and every farmer's cottage was sup- 
plied with arms and ammunition, so that the volunteer 
army might be mobilized in a day. 

‘Pretoria being the capita! and naturally the chief point 
of attack by the enemy, has been pre to resist the 
onslaught of any number of men, and it is in a condition 
‘ov Withstand a siege of three years. The city lies in the 
center of a square at each corner of which is a lofty 
Lill surmounted by a strong fort, which commands the 
valleys and the surrounding prong Bach of the four 
forts has four heavy cannon, four French guns of fifteen 
miles range, and thirty heavy Gatling guns. Besides 
this extraordinary protection, the city has fifty light Gat- 
ling guns which can be drawn by mules to any int 
on the hills where an attack may be made. Three large 
warehouses are filled with ammunition and the large 
armory is ren to the eaves with Mauser, Martini- 
Henry, and Wesley-Richards rifles. Two extensive re- 
frigerators, with a capacity of two thousand oxen each, 
ire ample provision against a siege of many months, 

“Johannesburg has extensive fortifications around it, 
but the Boers will use them for other purposes than 
those of self-protection. The forts at the Golden City 
were erected for the purpose of quelling any revolution 
of the Uitlanders, who constitute almost entirely the 
population of the city. The guns of one of the forts 
can rake not only every street of the city, but ten of the 
principal mine works as well, and the damage that their 
tire could cause is incalculable. Another fort, almost as 
strong as the one in Johannesburg, is situated a mile 
east of the city and overshadows the railway and the 
rincipal highway to Johannesburg. 

“The approaches to the mountain passes on the border 
ave been fortified with vast quantities of German and 
l’'rench ordnance, and cauloped with garrisons of men 
wrn or trained in Europe. The approaches to Laing’s 
Nek, near the Natal border, which have several times 
been the battle ground of the English and Boer forces, 
lave been prepared to resist an invading army from 
Natal. Much attention has been directed to the 
aurations in that part of the Republic, because the British 
commanders will find it easier to transfer forces from the 
port of Durban, which is three hundred and six miles 
trom the Transvaal border, while Cape Town is almost 
« thousand miles distant. 

“In the event of war the two governments of the 
lransvaal and the Orange Free State will be as one, 
and, in anticipation of the struggle of the Boers against 
the British, the Orange Free State government has been 
expending vast sums of money every year in strength- 
ching the country’s defences. 

“The element of doubt enters into the question of what 
the Boers and their coreligionists of Cape Colony and 
Natal will do in the event of war. The Dutch of Cape 
Hom are the majority of the population and, although 
loyal British subjects under ordinary circumstances, are 
opposed to English interference in the Transvaal’s af- 
fairs. Those of Natal, while not so great in numbers 
ire equally friendly with the Transvaal Boers, an 
would undoubtedly recall some of their old grievances 
igainst the British Government as sifficient reason to 
join the Boers in war. The Dutch approve of President 
\\ruger’s course in dealing with the franchise problems, 
ind if hostilities break out it would be not the least in- 
compatible with their natures to assist their Transvaal 
und Free State kinsmen even at the risk of plunging the 
whole of South Africa into a civil war. 

“Being in the majority as three to two, and almost 
i supreme control of the local government, the Dutch 
of Cape Colony are in an excellent position to secede 
from the empire, as they have already threatened to do, 
in Which event England would be obliged to fight almost 
ie united population of the whites if she desired to re- 
\in control of the country. 

“Neither England nor the Boers has the positive assur- 
ince of support from any of the tribes, which outnumber 
he whites as ten to one; but it will not be an unwar- 
anted opinion to place the majority of the native tribes 
on the side of the Boers. The native races are always 
eager to be the friends of the Bg ag power, and 
ingland’s many defeats in South Africa during recent 
ears have not assisted in gaining for it that prestige. 

“It is impossible to secure accurate statistics in regard 
» the military strength of the various colonies, states 
ud tribes in the country, but the following table gives 
\ fair idea of the number of men who are liable to mili-

EXTRAORDINARY PROMOTIONS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

A number of officers of the Navy, who are interested 
in extraordinary promotions attending or following our 
several wars, would like to see the enclosed extract from 
“Cooper’s Naval History” inserted in your valuable 
journal. So pertinent a comment on the subject of 
special promotions cannot fail to interest your readers, 
whatever may be their views of the subject. 


The extract is from “Cooper’s Naval History,” Vol. 2, 
p. 175, and consists of the author’s comments on the ac- 
tion between the Constitution and the Guerriere: 

“Captain Bainbridge was as successor of Cap- 
tain Hull in conimand of the Constitution. Mr. Charles 
Morris, the first lieutenant of the Constitution in the 
chase, and in the battle, was shortly after promoted to 
the rank of Captain, passing the step of Master Com- 
mandant, as had been the case with tur. This was 
the second time this officer had been promoted for his 
conduct in battle, and he probably owed his present ele- 
vation over the heads of his seniors to circumstance, 
coupled with the fact that his wound in the late action 
had so nearly been fatal. 

“Whatever may have been the merits of the officer 
who was the subject of this exercise of executive power, 
and they are known to be of a very high order, there is 
little question that the precedent set, not only in his 
case, but in that of Captain Decatur, is of a very dan- 
gerous character. No general rule can be safer than to 
promote the first lieutenant of a victorious ship; for 
the efficiency of a man-of-war depends as much on this 
officer as on her commander, and while it may be no more 
than an act of justice, it is an incentive to constant 
preparation; but no policy can be weaker than that 
which deprives many of their self-respect and just pro- 
fessional pride in order to reward the services and sus- 
tain the hopes of one. The policy of the ep A has been 
characterized by acts of this vacillating and short-sight- 
ed nature; and thus it is that we have so long seen vet- 
erans lingering in the stations that they have held for 
near forty years, through the neglect of the proper au- 
thorities to create a new and superior rank, in contrast 
to occasional and indiscreet exercises of patronage that 
have overstep the bounds of discretion. These irregu- 
larities, in which there is excess of favor on one side, 
with denials of justice on another, are the fruits of the 
influence of pular feeling over a corps, that, ocing 
necessarily subjected, in its ordering duties, to the rigi 
exactions of martial law, is entitled, at all times, to have 
its interests protected by a uniform, a rigidly 
just, and high-toned code of civil regulations. It is not 
the least of the merits of the American marine, that it 
has earned its high reputation in despite of the various 
disadvantages of this nature, under which it has labored. 

“In the end, the promotion of Captain Morris made but 
little difference in his position in the service, except as 
regards the lieutenants, an advantage very properly ob- 
tained, most of the Masters and Commanders regaining 
their relative ranks on promotion. One, however, Cap- 
tain Ludlow, a very respectable officer, was induced to 


resign.” 
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GENERAL WILSON’S REPORT. 


The annual report of General J. M. Wilson, Chief of En- 
gineers, is a voluminous document covering all operations 
of river and harbor, and coast defence work, conducted 
under his department during the past year. It shows 
that striking progress has been made in the construction 
of emplacements for guns, and that many of the more 
important seaports are now well protected against as- 
sault from the sea. The vast sums expended and the 
work accomplished in river and harbor projects is, as 
usual, treated of at much length. The past year has been 
marked by a definite policy regarding the armament of 
rapid fire guns which have assumed a most ——— po- 
sition as weapons = = gr me bao a — by 
Congress of the project for a deep waterway entran 
to ew York has compelled an extensive revision of the 
future work proposed for the defence of the southern 
entrance to the harbor. The plans have been completed 
and approved by the Secretary. Further revision of ex- 
isting projects will probably be required from time to 
time to provide for the improvements and changes in ord- 
nance, armor and ships. Construction work was begun 
on the present system of defences about ten years ago at 
a few of the principal harbors. Since then the work has 
been extended to other localities, in the order of their 
importance, as rapidly as funds became available. The

TURRET DISCUSSION. 


Secretary Long has directed the designing board of 
the Navy Department to proceed with plans for the 
three new battleships authorized last Congress regard- 
less of the fact that no tests have so far been made of the 


superimposed turret system of the Kearsarge and Ken- 
tucky, which a majority of the board advocate apply- 
ing to the vessels. The questions to be fought over 
and the various subjects involved about which the board 
is certain to quarrel as it invariably does when the 
planning of any vessel is concerned, will necessarily re- 
sult in the designs being delayed perhaps six months 
or longer, and it is not expected in any event the ships 
will be so far decided on that bids may be asked until 
the next session of Congress takes some action on the 
armor situation. 

There is no doubt that the battery arrangements of 
the ships will lead to a prolonged discussion in which 
the merits and demerits of the superimposed system will 
be fought over as they were three years ago. This 
system has never been tried and no one knows how it 
will turn out, yet a majority of the bureau chiefs are 
evidently determined that the three new ships shall 
have the same general turret arrangement. 

The most determined opponent of pecns one turret 
on another, fore and aft, th controlled by the same 
mechanism and training all four guns in each at the 
same target, is Admiral Hichborn, Chief Constructor, 
who opposes this form of gun installation as inferior 
to other possible arrangements for the chief reason that 
one shot striking a turret might disable all the guns, 
high and low. The danger of this occurring, he asserts, 
is so great as to counteract the advantages arising from 
a concentrated fire. Against him, however, in favor of 
the system, are Admiral O'Neil, who has recently swung 
into that line of opinion, Admiral Melville, and Comdr. 
Clover. The experiment, as such it is regarded on the 
Kearsarge and Kentucky, should be first tried before so 
important a departure in nayal ordnance installation be 
applied to three vessels costing each not less than five 
million dollars. Considering the time that must be de- 
voted to the usual sparring which cannot be avoided 
at many meetings of this expert board the completion 
of the designs may not be expected under six months, 
but meanwhile the board is to proceed right along with 
the work, with occasionally sessions devoted to the 
three armored cruisers which are also a part of the 
naval programme of increase voted last session. 








DEWEY PERMANENT ARCH. 


The New York papers of Oct. 21 published a statement 
from the association formed to perpetuate the Dewey 
Arch in honor of the American’ Navy, in which-they say: 


“If the general desire that the arch should be rebuilt 
in enduring material were to be gratified, it was essen- 
tial that some one should take the initiative. An organi- 
zation was therefore formed of those who at that time 
had expressed a desire to join in the work, It is intended 
that, in the end, this organization shall include all who 
are willing to contribute their money and their influence 
to procure the sum required. 

his sum is large and should be set at not less than 
1,000,000, that ample scope may be given for realizing 
in the most complete form the idea represented by the 
arch. It may possibly be built for less, but every dollar 
contributed can be well spent in the scheme of artistic 
embellishment. , 

“Can the money we need be obtained? It can, by 
united and energetic effort just at this time, on the part 
of those who believe with us that an unique opportunity 
offers for adding to the attractions of New York one of 
the most brilliant achievements of modern art, and that 
the citizens of New York and the whole Union will 
neglect a public duty if they fail to take advantage of it. 

“We appeal to the public generally for contributions, 
for we desire that no selfish interest shall be allowed to 
control this enterprise. ’ 

“Let all who read this promptly assist us, not only by 
contributing, but by applying to their friends to see how 
much they can swell the tide of contribution. We ap- 
peal to patriotic sentiment; to civic pride; to an apprecia- 
tion of the beautiful and its educational influence. Surely 
such an appeal should not go unheeded! No man who 
identifies himself with the work of building the arch 
will ever regret it, and it will be a source of pride to his 
children, and his children’s children, that his name is as- 
sociated with it. 

“All such monuments to the enterprise of our citizens, 
to their appreciation of the things which form our com- 
mon stock of municipal wealth, add to the attractions 
of our city, and thus accelerate its growth and the devel- 
opment of its possibilities as one of the world’s great 
capitals. 

“No monument of this nature, in connection with the 
advancement of New York, has ever shown such hopeful 
progress at so early a stage. It only needs that the im- 
pulse already given should not be lost, and those who 
will, can and should stimulate the public sentiment to 
which we appeal. 

“The moving purpose of our organization has been to 
grasp a grand artistic conception and fix it in imperish- 
able form. Akin to this purpose and fittingly supplement- 
ing it is the desire to stimulate the sentiment of nation- 
ality and patriotism, as represented by the navy of the 
United States. Our Navy is the guardian and protector 
of our Seagirt domain; it carries our flag into all waters 
and at every port offers proof of our integrity and great- 
ness as a nation. Its glorious deeds recorded in our his- 
tory are among the chief incentives to that national 
pride which is the proof of present and the promise of 
future greatness, attnisting as these deeds do the minds 
of the young to like patriotic service. Every young per- 
son who looks upon this arch, or sees it represented in 











pictorial form, will receive a new impression of the hon- 
ors paid to those who represent the idea of coun and 
the spirit of self-sacrifice for the genera] good, failing in 
which no nation can long continue great. It is not dol- 
lars but that ennoble a people, and the dollars can 
be devoted to no more fitting purpose than that of help- 
ing to fix in enduring memory deeds which are the glory 
of the United States, 

“To develop the sentiment of patriotism, to stimulate 
State and civic pride, to appeal through men’s love of 
beauty to their higher impulses, and to leave to those who 
follow us the evidence that their fathers in a period of 
commercial expansion and business development were 
not unmindful of the things that constitute the true 
greatness of States; sure ese are objects that should 
receive the approval of all and such are the ends sought 
by the organization of the Arch Association which all 
are invited to join! 

“The first business has necessarily been that of organ- 
ization; the next will be an effective canvass among 
those who are able to contribute, be it much or little, and 
who can be moved by an appeal to their public sentiment. 
Those who agree with us that the arch should be built 
—and who does not?—should assist in making this can- 
vass as easy and effective as possible. We must depend 
upon voluntary effort, and those upon whom is imposed 
the labor of obtaining the money required have no other 
or greater interest in this matter than those upon whom 
they call for help. The canvass should be short, sharp 
and decisive. To make it so requires a general interest 
in the work.

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NO DANGER SCENTED. 


Little or no credence is given by Secretary Hay to 
rumors abroad of a combination between France, Rus- 
sia and perhaps Germany against Great Britain in her 
present Transvaal troubles, and through some overt act 
such as the seizure of the Island of Ceuta on the African 
coast for coaling purposes, of thereby bringing about a 
protest and possibly rupture of relations. Secretary Hay 
denies that the American representatives at London, St. 
an ot Paris, have received the slightest intima- 
tion, worthy of consideration, which would lead them 
to believe that any definite or serious action is con- 
templated by the powers in the existing African war. 
For this reason, these diplomats who are usually well 
informed and would probably learn through private 
sources of any entente, have it is believed no informa- 
tion which would warrant them in communicating with 
their Government on the subject. More significance is 
thought to be attributed to the presumably extraordi- 
nary naval and military activity, the mobilization of 
Army corps, and the assembling of vessels than the oc- 
casion justifies, and it is shown by American Army and 
naval officers that such movements and preparations are 
only natural incidents of a war, however small. The 
facts that Great Britain has been on a war footing for 
two oy and prepared for any emergency on short no- 
tice has been known to foreign Governments, so that 
the mere gathering of her vessels and the recommis- 
sioning of other ships are shown to be only repetitions of 
previous demonstrations she has made to emphasize her 
complete readiness for any situation. While the war is 
looked upon as a small affair as regarded from a military 
standpoint, there is no doubt in the opinion of conserva- 
tive Army men that lessons will be derived that were 
not possible in the late Spanish encounter. For this rea- 
son the Government has ordered four military men to 
the Transvaal to observe the operations of the troops 
and secure what information that may be valuable re- 
garding maneuvers, the value or failure of certain equip- 
ment and ordnance, and especially to watch the meth- 
ods employed by the British to care for their troops in 
the field and the sick and injured in hospitals.

This is the remarkable record of Co. A of the battalion 
of West Point Cadets, of forty years ago, consisting of 
fifty-five enthusiastic young men representing practical- 
ly every section of the country.

Of the fifty-one gradu- 
ated eleven were engineer officers; eleven ordnance offi- 
vers; thirteen were of the artillery, five of the infantry, 
and eleven of the cavalry. 
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OUR MAP OF SOUTH AFRICA. 
Hartford, Conn., Oct. 22, 1899. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

I am greatly pleased with your map of South Africa, 
published in the Army and Navy Journal yesterday. It 
is more complete and shows the boundary lines of the 
countries better than any map that I have seen pub- 
lished. 

When I was in Johannesburg, in May, 1898, the U. 8. 
Consular Agent told me that that city was about twelve 
years old, and the population was about 120,000, one- 
half the number being Kaffirs. The white population of 
the Transvaal was about 200,000, of whom 130,000 were 
Dutch and about 70,000 Europeans and Americans, say, 
60,000 English, 2,000 Americans, and 8,000 Germans, 
French and other nationalities. The Jameson raid 
caused a great depression in all kinds of business, which 
has existed ever since. All classes denounced Cecil J. 
Rhodes in bitter terms, as the cause of this, and nearly 
half the American population has departed the country. 

After that raid the government, very naturally and 
properly, threw up some defensive works, four forts com- 
manding the approaches to Pretoria and one onlv domi- 
nating Johannesburg, where there was a large element 
in sympathy with Jameson. Some writers are asserting 
that there is a cordon of forts around Johannesburg. 
threatening the citizens, but that is not true. Several 
prominent Englishmen admitted that the laws were not 
very objectionable, but the Boers had a disagreeable way 
of administering them. One wealthy mine owner, after 
cursing President Kruger bitterlv, said to me, “Well, if 
I was in Kruger’s place, I would do just as he does. 
would not want to have tue foreigner zet possession of 
my government.” EF. D. Jupp.

WHO LANDED FIRST IN CUBA? 


Louisville, Ky., Oct. 23, 1899.

S. Marines were the first American troops that landed in 
Cuba in ’98. The first American troops who landed in 
Cuba that year was a batallion of the Ist U. 8S. Inf., 
ut Point Arbolitus, on the 12th of May. This was the 
first action with Spanish troops and the following were 
the officers who participated in that action and who were 
afterwards recommended for brevets for gallantry in said 
action, viz.: Capt. Phister, Lieuts. Lacey, Crofton, Nolan 
and myself. Crofton was the first man to land in Cuba.

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ADMIRAL MELVILLE’S REPORT. 

With the development of the naval service there has 
been naturally a corresponding increase in the responsi- 
bilities and duties of all bureaus of the department un- 
der whose authority and direction the establishment is 
advanced and maintained on its present high degree of 
excellence. Perhaps no bureau has had its duties more 
enlarged and jts functions increased than that of steam 
engineering, of which Admiral Melville is the chief, and 
in his annual report presented this week to the Secre- 
tary the whole workings of the bureau, what it has ac- 
complished, and what it believes should be accomplished 
are set forth in clear and convincing form. The report 
is an exhaustive treatment of steam engineering mat- 
ters as they pertain to the Navy general, and in this 
abstract the salient points and recommendations made 
are all presented. The impracticability of designing the 
three battleships and three armored cruisers authorized 
last session owing to the limitations placed upon the 
price of armor is shown by the report which states that 
on this account the designing work of the bureau was 
confined to the six unprotected cruisers. 

Considerable space is devoted to what was done to- 
ward i ips of the regular Navy and those 
retained of the auxiliary fleet, after the end of the 
war, and the aggregate cost assumed proportions, com- 
pared, as it seems, with what might have been ex- 
pected. Most of this work it is said has now been ef- 
fected, and yet owing to the large number of vessels 
continued in service the estimates for the fiscal year 
fell far below the requirements. Admiral Melville 
brings out strongly the fact that the general lessons 
from the war were in no way indicative of any desir- 
able change in the machinery of our shi with the 
exception of increased evaporating plants and the adop- 
tion, with all practical and economical promptness, of 
the water tube boilers. The work of increasi the 
evaporating plans has been expeditiously accomplished, 
and at present these individual plants on shipboard are 
said to be about equal to any anticipated emergency. 
Attention is directed by the report to the completion of 
the Rainbow as a second distillin os and also to the 
success with which the Iris, the first distilling ship, has 
been operated. The Admiral says: “While not desirin 
to allude prominently again to the Vulcan or its wor 
as a repair ship (the subject having been fully exhausted 
in my last report and in the public periodicals), I can 
not pass this by without again urging the advisability of 
properly designing and building a repair ship, which, 
while being constructed with a view to the utmost effi- 
ciency for such service in times of emergency, may be 
retained without use (in ordinary) and without serious 
deterioration for many years.” 

The casualties to engines of various ships are 1oted 
during the course of a discussion of the evaporating 
question, none of which, however, were of a_ serious 
nature. The attention of the Secretary is called to the 
destructive fire at the New York Navy Yard and to 
the progress that has been made towards erecting a new 
shop. As usual the subject of personnel is treated of 
extensively and what Admiral Melville has to say will 
he of great interest to the service, inasmuch as he shows 
so far the advantages of the Personne! Act and the bene- 
fits that will be derived from it. Part of this statement 
follows: 

“I approach the subject of the personnel with some 
hesitaney, owing to my inability to see indications of 
the desired result from the operations thus far of the 
personnel bill. It was my earnest hope that upon the 
taking effect of that bill the whole trend of detail would 
he toward the complete amalgamation of line and engi- 
neering interests in the Navy with the favorable outlook 
for the protection of the rapidly advancing engineering 
science. My belief in the spirit of the bill was that it 
contemplated most earnestly vast additions to the num- 
ber of officers who would give earnest attention to engi- 
neering matters, and in no way imply a desire to aug- 
ment the forees available for merely former line or deck 
duty. The comprehensive union of the line and engineer- 
ing vocations I still hope will be the result of the person- 
nel change, and I earnestly request that no depart- 
mental regulations may be formulated or permitted to 
exist which will in any degree tend to destroy this 
belief or prevent such a construction of the intention of 
the bill. Briefly, the fate of the reconstruction of the 
personnel hinges upon the provisions made for future 
and continuous supply of efficient engineers in the Navy. 
The duties of the Tine were believed to be perfectly com- 
patible with a professional excellence in engineering mat- 
ters by an individual. A not unwarranted expectation 
is that preference for the mechanical part of these com- 
bined duties will be shown by a great number owing to 
the intense interest attaching itself to this field of work 
and to its almost universal application to the progressive 
arts of the age. The only plausible scheme. therefore, 
is to insist upon the present line officer adapting himself 
as soon as possible to the new conditions, and increas- 
ing, where lacking, his knowledge of mechanical engi- 
neering. I must earnestly invite your attention in. this 
connection to the status of steam and mechanical engi- 
neering of t y. Various outcroppings in the shape of 
electrical, hydraulic and pneumatic specialties divert the 
thonghtless into considering these fields fundamentally 
separate from that of steam engineering. while the fact 
remains that the man educated fully in ‘steam engi- 
neering’ is in the very front rank of the advancing 
vorkers in of such specialties. The principles of the side 
branches are of extreme simplicity. these governing the 
construction of the mechanisms being essentially the 
same as in good mechanical engineering. I regret the 
matter of combination of bureaus has been even specu- 
lated upon. This regret, I assure you, in no way comes 
from motives other than the belief in the impossibility 
of a snecessfal issue of such a scheme. Not only is the 
trend of modern mechanical work in all branches to- 
ward inereased specialization, but the wisdom of such 
1 trend is never questioned by the leading talent in the 
outside world of constructive work.” 

\dmiral Melville regards as one of the most important 
‘luties under his bureau, and one which the personnel 
hill has made more important, if possible, than hereto- 
fore, is that connected with the instruction in engineer- 
ing at the Naval Academy. This special instruction in 
the combined course, he argues, should never be left 
to the control of other than engineers of great practical 
experience, as well as high theoretical attainments, and 
the Admiral further says that. “he deems it a privilege 
to enard the character of the course by nominating offi- 
cers of peculiar fitness for this work.” 

Recommendation is made for an assistant chief of 
the bureau, and the suggestion of giving appointment to 
warrant machinist approved. Regarding the inspection 
of material the report says: 

“The importance of this work as alluded to above in 
this report ean searcely be overrated, and its continv- 
ance hy engineering experts should be a matter unhesi- 
tatingely followed.”

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ADMIRAL O'NEIL’S REPORT. 


The annual report of Admiral O'Neil, Chief of Naval 
Ordnance, presents the following estimates: $6,508,124 
for the year; $250,000 of this is for reserve guns for 
auxiliary cruisers, $4,000,000 toward armament for ves- 
sels authorized, $6,000 for naval militiamen, $100,000 
for improvement at naval magazine, Dover, N. J. Of 
the 989 main battery guns authorized 756 are complete 
and 751 have been assigned, 13 are partly completed, and 
the forgings for 174 have been ordered. In addition we 
have twelve 6-inch and eight, 4.7-inch guns purchased 
with the New Orleans and Albany. Including these there 
is a gain of 189 guns over last year. There are no 
12-inch, .40 caliber guns yet ready, and only one has 
gone beyond the forgings ordered. For the 5-inch 50 cal- 
iber the forgings have been ordered, but no guns are 
ready or in process of manufacture. 


Sixty-three guns have been completed since last report, 
17 have been assembled and are well advanced, and 
have been converted to rapid firing. 

The new-model guns have gulocee pee chambers and 
are of the following ear viz.. 10 and 12 inch, 40 calibers ; 
8-inch, 45 calibers; 3, 4, 5 and 6 inch, 50 calibers. The first 
of the new 4-Inch guns, with its mount, has been completed 
and tested. The gua exhibited excellent ballistic properties, 
a muzzle velocity of 2,991 foot seconds having bevn re- 
corded within the limits of chamber pressure for which the 
gun was designed (viz., 17 tons per square inch), using Navy 
smokeless powder not especially manufactured for this ty 





of gun. It is expected that still better results will be o 
tained when the exact size of grain is determined for the 
powder. The first of the new 6-iInch guns, with its mount, is 


nearly completed, and will soon be tested, and the first of 
the new 12-inch guns is assembled and in an advanced state. 
Two 8-inch nickel-steel guns have been assembled. One of 
them is to be fitted with a quick-firing breech mechanism of 
new type, designed by Lieut. F. J. Haeseler, U. 8. N., a sim- 
ilar mechanism fitted to a 4-inch gun having given good re- 
sults. The satisfactory performance of the new 4-inch gun, 
which is made on the same design as regards chamber 4s the 
larger calibers, justifies the Bureau in anticipating equally 
good results from the latter. The gun steel deli by the 
manufacturers been of excellent quality, and but very few 
forgings have been rejected. The process of gun manufac- 
ture Is rapealy and accurately carried on at the Naval Gun 
Factory, due to excellent machinery, new and mechan- 
ical devices, and to the intelligence and skill of the opera- 
tives. 

The new guns will be fitted with the “Welin screw” or 
breech plug, which gives a proportionally larger threaded 
area than the plugs now in service, and therefore admits of a 
shorter and lighter plug, which is a matter of considerable 
importance. especially in the larger calibers. A new type of 
breech mechanism has been adopted for the 6-inch and 
5-inch R. F. guns of 50 calibers. which possesses several ad- 
mirable features. It has great power to unlock, has a combi- 
nation electric and percussion firing attachment. and an auto- 
matic ejection of the primer. These guns will not require 
brass cartridge cases. 

The work on gun mounts has progressed simultaneously 
with the guns. The turret mounts of the four new harbor 
defence monitors will have the same general characteristics 
as those for the Alabama and Maine class, but the construc- 
tion has been Imoroved In several important details. The 
first mount is well under way. A new type of 6-inch mount 
for the 6-ineh gun of 50 calibers has been designed. and ts 
nearly completed and will soon be tested. A new type of 
mount for the 4-iInch 50-caliber gun has been designed, man- 
ufactured and tested. with satisfactory results. 

A 14-pounder (3-inch) R. F. gun is completed, and the 
mount nearly ready. and both wi.. soon be tested. This is a 
new tyne of gun so far as the Navy is concerned, and is 
intended for part of the armament of the new “destroyers.” 
and probabtv will form en important part of the secondary 
battery of future battleshins and large cruisers. It ix de- 
signed for 3,000 foot-seconds mgssle velocity. and. therefore. 
should have ¢reat range and a flat trajectory. Its remaining 
velocity at 3.000 yards should be 1.490 foot-seconds. which 
wonld give it a venetrating power of 1.52 Inches of Harvey- 
ized steel. or 1.22 inches of Kruno armor at that distance, 
rendering it a destructive weapon against the unarmored por- 
tions and exposed gun positions of an enemy's vessels.

LATEST FROM MANILA. 

The fighting in Luzon the past week has been of a 
light order, though General Pio del Pilar did personally 
take command of the rebels and try to keep General 
Lawton from taking San Isidro. General Young 8 ad- 
vanee guard left Cabiao, ten miles south of San Isidro, 
the morning of Oct. 19 and entered Isidro shortly after 
noon, losing one man killed and three wounded. General 
Pilar made the stiffest resistance at San oe 
where he destroyed a bridge. Capt. J. H. McRae, 
with a battalion of the 3d Inf., and Capt. Edward Chyno- 
with, with a battalion of the 17th Inf.,. marched upon 
the town of Jose Malinas and dispersed 300 rebels, who 
had been annoying our outposts and travelers on the 
road from Santa Ana to Arayat. Col. Kline on Oct. 23 
sent Maj. Cheatham’s battalion of the 37th Inf., three 
companies of the 21st Inf., a battery of the 5th Art., 
and a Gatling gun to scatter the rebels near Calamba, 
southeast of Manila, who had been shooting into the 
American camp at long range. The insurgents were 
driven out of their trenches and chased three miles. The 
21st Inf. lost one man killed and four wounded. While 
twenty scouts of the 36th Regt., under Lieut. Ferguson, 
were reconnoitering near Labao a party of mounted 
rebels was encountered. In the brush that ensued six 
rebels were killed and eight wounded. While the gun- 
boat Mariveles was eighteen miles from Lloilo four of

her men were lured ashore by a flag of truce, and fi 
upon. One was killed, one wounded and one captured. 
The gunboat could not fire for fear of wounding the 
Americans. 


Unlooked for casualties attended an expedition up the 
Chiquita River, a branch of the Rio Grande, on Oct. 21. 
The army gunboat Oceania was towing two cascoes, and 
Capt. Guy Howard (Major. Q. M., Vols.) sat in the bow 
reading. The day was one of the hottest of the season. 
Just north of Arayat, where the river is very narrow 
and the high banks are covered with thick brush, there 
was a sudden volley from the insurgents at close quar- 
ters. The Oceania replied with her machine gun. Capt. 
Howard was shot in the right breast, the bullet sever- 
ing an artery. He staggered to the wheel saying, “What- 
ever happens, keep the launch going.” He expired 
shortly afterward. Two other members of the crew 
were wounded and a native deckhand was killed. The 
reduced crew kept the launch going and fought all the 
way to Cabiao. The funeral of Capt. Howard took 


place at Manila Oct, 25, and was largely attended. A 
procession of troops escorted the body to the wharf and 
placed it on board the transport Belgian King. 

Col. Thompson, with a signal outfit, is to accompany 


General Lawton. A battalion of the 19th Inf. has gone 
to Lloilo to join the rest of the regiment. The 30th Inf., 
Col. Cornelius Gardiner, which landed Oct. 22, took 
quarters at Malate. 


REORGANIZING THE ARMY ORDNANCE. 


The Washington correspondent of the Brooklyn “Daily 
Eagle” says: It is learned that Secretary Root has been 
specially urged to bring about a reorganization of the 
Ordnance Department of the Army. This has been 
pointed out as one of the weakest spots in the entire 
military establishment, and some significant facts have 
been laid before him as reasons for a prompt and radical 
change therein. Secretary Root has been informed that 
at the present time there is not a pound of smokeless 
powder in any of the forts or reserve depots for use in 
the 10 and 12-inch guns. The men whose place it is to. 
correct this evil and supply powder for the Army are, 
by their own admission, completely at sea, and are still 
experimenting. Despite the great importance of having 
our Army use only the best of ordnance materials, the 
officers of this corps have no special training by which 
they are to become experts in the manufacture of 
powder. It is true that the cadets receive a smattering 
of chemistry, but the instruction is limited to the ele- 
ments of the science. 

In striking contrast to the system abroad, where the 
European army and navy officers receive extended in- 
struction in chemistry and the science of powder making 
from the most expert professors in these lines to be ob- 
tained, the ordnance officers of our Army are forced to 
pick up what knowledge they can at random. Practically 
all the facts that our leading ordnance men have in 
regard to the secrets of smokeless powder manufacture 
were secured by the late Lieut. Stewart, who was un- 
fortunately killed some time ago by the bursting of a 
rifle mortar during an experimental test. This very dis- 
aster is pointed to as an illustration of the lack of tech- 
nieal knowledge of such important matters that exists in 
our service. A prominent ordnance man, in speaking of 
the death of Lieut. Stewart, said: “It seems to me that 
had the officers in charge of the test any sort 
of knowledge of chemistry the disaster would not have 
occurred. In May last a $30,000 10-inch modern breech- 
loading rifle was completely destroyed by an unexpected 
explesion of powder, and previous to this a 5 and an 8- 
inch gun were also wrecked in the same way. The manu- 
facture of gunpowder and the invention of ingredients 
to enter into its manufacture should only be undertaken 
by masters of the science of chemistry. The powder 
that is now useless on the hands of the Army was a mix- 
ture of gunpowder and nitro-glycerine. If this mixture 
contains the slightest degree of impurity it causes a de- 
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terioration which progresses with time until after a cer- 
tain period it is apt to spontaneously or undergo 
other which it dangerous or worthless.

chemists in the land to assist their ordnance officials in 
the manufacture of gunpowder. Lavoisier, Berthelot, 
Gay-Lussac and Violette, who are probably the most 
expert chemists of France, are members of a board whose 
duty it is to superintend experiments in the development 
of smokeless powder for the French army and navy. 
England has a similar commission, of which Professors 
Duer, Abel and Du are members at present. These 
three men inven the highly su al powder, cor- 
dite, which is used exclusively in the Eng service. 
What is*wanted in our Army is something of the same 
kind, or a change in the course of instruction at the Mil- 
itary Academy, so that certain cadets slated for the Ord- 
nance Corps can be firmly grownded in the mysteries of 
chemistry. After being graduated oer should be given 
other oA pS to improve themselves in this direc- 
tion. ere is no question in my mind that the ordnance 
officers of the Army are way behind those of the Navy, 
and also that the powder used by the Navy is vastly su- 
perior to that employed in the . All the results of 
the war show this. As it is now the Army officers are 
still struggling with the problem of getting a new for- 
mula for smokeless powder for the 10 and 12-inch guns. 
It will be months—possibly two years—before they 
find one. It will take many months more to manufac- 
ture the stuff, as the largest plant in the country has a 
capacity of only about two tons a day. Then, a couple 
of years more must necessarily ae fore they can be 
sure that they have got the right thing. as that much 
time is required to test the lasting qualities of the pow- 
der. It was this very element that upset the calculations 
of the Army in connection with their old formula for 
manufacturing smokeless powder.”

ORDER IN THE CARTER CASE. 


Ou Monday last General J. W. Clous, Deputy Judge 
Advocate General, with General H. L. Burnett, U. 8S. 
District Attorney, counsel for the Government, and Mr. 
A. J. Rose, counsel for O. M. Carter, appeared before 
Judge Lacombe, whe upon motion of counsel for the 
respondent, made the following order: “Ordered that 
the writ of habeas corpus be discharged, and that the 
relator (O. M. Carter) be remanded to the custody of 
General Wesley Merritt, commanding the Department 
of the East, and Capt. B. L. Roberts, 5th Art., Camp 
Fort Columbus, N. Y.” Notice of appeal was then given 
by counsel of O. M. Carter, end a motion made that 
pending the bearing of this a »peal the prisoner be taken 
into the custody of the U. 8. Clrenit Conrt for the South- 
ern District of New York. It is to prevent the removal 
of the prisoner beyond the jurisdiction of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. General Clous assured the Court that 
as a matter of courtesy the War Department would not 
attempt to Seoee the present location of the prisoner 
while the appeal in his case was pending, or remove him 
beyond the jurisdiction of the Appellate Court. This as- 
surance being satisfactory to the Court, it was directed 
that the prisoner be remanded to the custody from which 
he was produced in conformity to Rule 34, of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. It is expected that 
this case-will be decided by the Circuit Court of Appeals 
some time next month.

COMING ARMY APPOINTMENTS. 

The Secretary of War has taken no action with refer- 
ence to the appointment of a Brigsdier General of the 
Regular Army. This is in line with the announcement 
in the Journal last week that the President desires to 
wait the result of the expedition to Tarlac before pro- 
moting either officer. It has definitely determined to 
make Maj. William A. Kobbe (Colonel, U. S. V.), a 
Brigadier General of Volunteers in recognition of his 
gallant conduct in the ee, Another officer who 
is strongly mentioned for a Brigadier Generalcy of Vol- 
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unteers is Col. Frost, who recentlv returned as command- 
ing officer of the South Dakota Volunteer t. The 
appointment of a Major General of Volunteers is another 
matter interesting the officials of the War Department. 
It has been announced in the newspapers that. Genera] 
John C, Bates, Colonel of the 2d Infantry, will be made 
the Major General of Volunteers, but this cannot be con- 
firmed officially. Secretary Hoot told the correspondent 
of the Army and Navy Journal that he had not yet con- 
sidered General Bates’s name, and whether or not he wil! 
be appointed is a matter of speculation at the present.

HEALTH OF THE NAVY. 


The care exercised and the elaborate preparations that 
were made for the health of the Navy and attention to 
the wounded in the war with Spain, and more recently 
in the Philippines, are set forth at great length and in 
much detail by the Surgeon General of the Navy in his 
annual report presented to the Secretary this week. In 
the history of naval wars there were- probably never 
fewer casualties, or more dutiful attention given the sick 
and wounded, than in the last. It was the first war 
where the naval hospital ship came into play, and its 
value was quickly appreciated, and a similar plan w:s 
adopted by the Army. The death percentage, considering 
the trying conditions under which officers and men have 
lived the last year, was scarcely equal to the usual! 
annual death rate in the Navy. This is due to the means 
so successfully employed by the medical men of the Navy 
to preserve health and make conditions on shipboard as 
wholesome as possible. ‘The increase in the enlisted 
force calls for more doctors and an increase of five sur- 
geons, and twenty assistant surgeons is asked for. It is 
proposed that the eighteen volunteer assistant surgeons 
who served in the war, and who are now in the service, 
be transferred to the Regular arm, the age limit being 
waived in their favor. A strong plea is made for an in- 
crease of pay of naval surgeons to that of. officers of 
corresponding grade in the Army. It is also strongly 
urged that a large increase be made in hospital accom- 
modations for the treatment and care of the sick and 
wounded and the rehabilitation and renovation of all 
naval hospitals which now require any attention. | Re- 
garding the demand for medical facilities, the report 
says: 

A naval hospital with the necessary furniture, instru- 
ments, etc., and a complete administrative outfit, has 
been organized and placed in commission at Cavite, Phil- 
ippine Islands, and the building occupied for this purpose 
is so arranged and constructed that it can be enlarge: 
and its capacity doubled whenever uired. The U. 8S. 
Ss. Yosemite, before leaving the United States, was fitted 
out with medical supplies, instruments, and furniture for 
the establishment of a small hospital at Guam, Ladrone 
Islands if needed. At the naval stations, Havana, Cuba, 
and San Juan, Porto Rico, small buildings have been pro- 
cured for hospital purposes and have been properly fitted 
up for the reception of temporary patients awaiting 
transportation north.” 

On the necessity of increasing the corps, due to the 
addition to the Marine Corps and the enlargement of the 
Regular force to 20,000 men, the report says: 

“It is impossible to meet the requirements of the serv- 
ice with the present number of medical odicers. -Byery 
one who is not sick is on duty, and the Bureau has been 
unable to supply officers for needed reeruiting and other 
— The addition of five surgeons will give promotion, 
without, however, any increase of rank or pay, to five of 
the senior passed assistant surgeons who have been over 
ten years in the service. 

Special attention is called by the Surgeon General to 
the wisdom of Congress in making suitable provision for 
the better care and treatment of the sick ashore and 
afloat by the bill establishing a hospital corps. All the 
naval hospitals are now supplied with trained nurses 
and hospital apprentices, and on the whole the organiza- 
tion has thoroughly proven its efficiency and usefulness. 

Detailed accounts are given of the work accomplished 
at the various naval stations where hospitals are main- 
tained and estimates submitted of the amounts required 
to continue the projects and to carry out additional im- 
provements. The report speaks of the inadequacy of the 
hospital accommodations at Sitka and recommendation 
is made that a building be erected there, where the sick 
may be cared for. Respecting the naval hospital pro- 
visions at Cavite, the report has this to say: 

“During the year 1 there were examined physically 
5,765 persons, of which number 3,852 were accepted and 
1,913 rejected because of color blindness. Only such per- 
sons are sent to the medical officer as satisfy the require- 
ments of the recruiting officer, who refuses many because 
of physical defects, which are manifest to the casual ob- 
servation of a layman. The applicants examined pre- 
sented themselves from all _ of the country, while 
among those of fore birth the Scandinavian -Penin- 
sula and the north of Europe furnished the greater num- 
ber. Austria and the Latin nations furnished few or 
none. The northern countries furnished men of the best 
general physical development.” 

The proposition of Admiral Crowhinshield of abandon- 
ing the principle of- receiving ships and quartering en- 
listed men in barracks on shore awaiting sea assignment 
is spoken of warmly. 

“The service has already outgrown them; their com- 
forts are already on shore. There is no possible doubt 
as to the sanitary advantages ot barracks as compared 
with receiving ships. When the latter are crowded, as 
they often are, and the men are obliged to sleep in two 
and sometimes three tiers of hammocks, it is a wonder 
that so many of them are able to resist disease resulting 
from the breathing of bad air. Barracks can be venti- 
lated thoroughly and systematically. Old wooden ships 
can only be ventilated b having at least half the occu- 
pants sleeping in a draft, to their manifest discomfort 
and detriment. 

“The naval pension claims incident to the late war 
with Spain, amounted to less than cases, and that 
there has been a very decided diminution in the number of 
such applications during the past three months. This 
statement, interesting in ‘itself, is strongly confirmatory 
of the statistics covering ‘this period, compos and on file 
in the Bureau, exemplifying the remarkable freedom from 
y the personnel of the Navy during

In concluding the report. special attention is. called to 
the excellent sanitary conditions existing. in the Navy. 
and esnecially in fhe Asiatic souadron, during the past 
year. Early precautions were taken to prevent as far 2s 
possible the ill effects resulting from recessary climatic 
exposure, and to give the best care and attention to the 
sick. The result has proved. their efficacy, and the sick 
reports from_the vessels in the Philippines indicate 4 
high standard of physical efficiency in the squadron.

DPATH OF GUY HOWARD. 


The brief despatch of General Otis, which we publish 
in another column, gives the sad intelligence of the death 
of Guy Howard, eldest son of General O. O. Howard, 
U. 8. A., who was Lieutenant Colonel of Volunteers in 
the Spanish war. After the muster out he was reap- 
pointed Major of Volunteers, and was Chief Quarter- 
master of General Lawton’s column. His task was the 
organization of the trans tion for Lawton’s north- 
ward movement, which began a few days ago. His 
transportation embraced such mule teams as he could 
get, together with “bull teams” and Chinese carriers to 
the number of several hundred, and the water craft nec- 
essary to transport them up the rivers, with all the sup- 
plies, to the place of final debarkation. In the execution 
of this vy A with a view of establishing the essential sub- 
depot at San Isidro, Maj. Howard was easing up the 
Chiquita, a branch of the Rio Grande River, when his 
eteamer was ambushed and he received a bullet in the

Let us hope that 
he will utilize it for the purpose of improving the rela- 
tions between the two countries. The ex-President is 
quoted as saying that in his conversation with him, the 
Kaiser expressed his great interest in the American 
Navy, and his admiration for the patriotiem and farsight- 
edness of the American public men and for the action 
of Congress in so quickly creating so powerful and effi- 
cient a Navy. The Kaiser is said to have given Gen. 
Harrison a seat at the table of honor usually reserved 
for members of the royal family.

Spain and whipped her, and we now have the Phili es 
and cannot let them go. In time we shall establish a 
local government, but we cannot withdraw entirely our 
supervision of affairs in those islands, because if we did 
so some other power would undoubtedly take possession 
of them. Germany covets the Philippines, and she would 
doubtless find an excuse to get possession of them if we 
withdrew. Germany's desire for the Philippines is due 
to the new conditions governing international relations. 
Germany has no coal. The Philippine Islands are full of 
coal and would be useful to Germany for naval purposes. 
But for that very reason we do not want Germany to 
have the Philippines; and if Germany is to be kept out 
of the islands we must continue our control of them in- 
definitely, or until new conditions arise which may make 
it seem wise for us to let go.”

The Commanding General, Dept. of the East. 

Sir: The unusval number of fires which have occurred at 
military posts during the past six months has attracted the 
attention of the Secretary of War, who is forced to the con- 
clusion that nothing less than want of care on the part of 
ofticers and men and lack of observance of existing orders 
could have resulted In this extraordinary loss and damage to 
public property. He, therefore, directs that the attention 
of all concerned be called to the fact that although many of 
the existing garrisons are necessarily small, this should be 
an additional reason for increased vigilance and watchful- 
ness in the care of pocsenasy fires, none of which should be 
allowed in unoccupied buildings, and that the available fire 
apparatus should be kept in good order and coavenient to 
the most dangerous points. 

In communicating these instructions the Major General 
Commanding the Army desires that you cause the necessary 
orders to be issued looking to remedial measures, and that a 
copy of such’ instructions be furnished this office. Very re- 
spectfully, H. ©.

The foregoing instructions seem adequate to meet all re- 
quirements, and post and detachment commanders will by 
frequent inspections and fire drills see to it, personally, that 
they are complied with. Ordnance Sergeants in charge of 
posts not garrisoned will also observe these instructions, 
making daily inspections of the quarters and buildings under 
their charge, and will take all other precautions against fire 
that are available.

OGR ISLAND TYRANTS. 


Fearful tyrants, these military governors of ours! Wit- 
ness the reply of Governor General Davis, of Porto Rico, 
to the Alealde of Utuado, who had requested that soldiers 
be sent there. Capt. G. L. Langhorne, A. D. C. to Gen. 
Davis, in the official reply, dated San Juan, Sept. 27, says 
that “the Governor General regrets that he cannot consist- 
ently comply with your request. He is now endeavoring 
to work toward complete autonomy of all municipalities. 

“One of the elementary democratic principles is that a 
people shall enforce its own laws. The use of federa! 
troops for the performance of police duty and for pre- 
serving the peace except in case of riot and unusual dis- 
order violates that principle, takes away from a munici- 
pality one of its chief prerogatives and relieves it of its 
most important duty. If the people of Utuado wish to 
have self-government it is hoped that they will show by 
the manner in which they cause the laws to be enforced 
that they are quite capable of conducting by themselves a 
proper and orderly municipal government.”

An investigation is now being conducted by the medica! 
officers of the Army to determine the value of the dis- 
coveries made some time ago by British medical officers 
of a vaccine against typhoid fever. Surg. Gen. Stern- 
berg received this week several important letters on the 
subject from the Director General and the Deputy Di- 
rector General of the British Medical Service. Director 
General Jamison says that the vaccine has already been 
used among the British troops, and that it is proposed 
to inoculate all the British soldiers in India and those 
going to South Africa. The principle of the discovery is 
to inoculate the patient with measured quantities of 
dead, but stitl poisonous, microorganisms. A report 
sent to General Sternberg and published in the “British 
Medical Journal,” says: ‘““The advantages which are as- 
sociated with the use of such vaccines are, first, that 
there is absolutely no risk of producing actual typhoid 
fever by our inoculations; second, that the vaccines may 
be handled and distributed through the post without in- 
curring any risk of disseminating the germs of disease; 
third, that dead vaccines are probably less subject to un- 
dergo alterations in their strength than living vaccines.” 
The experience with the vaccines in the British service 
has been that it is entirely free from danger, constitu- 
tional symptoms, consisting of faintness and collapse, be- 
gin to manifest themselves generally in two or three 
hours. Attention is called by Director General Jamison 
to the work of Professor Wright at Bangalere and Khar- 
toum. Of eight officers at the latter place six were in- 
oculated and did not take the disease when it appeared; 
two declined to be inoculated and both had typhoid fever, 
one dying from it. Of a total of 3,000 troops inoculated 
more than half never had the fever, while those that did 
had it only mildly. Professor Wright inoculated 250 
soldiers of the West Riding Regiment with excellent re- 
sults. Of 200 attendants at the Maidstone Hospital 95 
were inoculated and none contracted the fever during the 
epidemic there. Of those who refused to undergo the 
process 19 suffered from the fever.

France and Germany are experiencing the same diffi- 
culty as the United States in endeavoring to secure a 
stable and safe powder that will, at the same time, give 
low pressure and high velocity. England has contented 
herself with the use of cordite. Ordnance officers agree 
that cordite is a very suitable powder, but it has one 
defect. Guns from which cordite is fired quickly erode, 
and the heat is so intense that the life of: the gun is 
considerably lessened. One of the causes for the low 
supply of black powder is that few of the magazines 
are properly equipped for the care of ammunition. 
Dampness prevails in nearly all of them. Reports re- 
ceived at the War Department show the magazines at 
Fort Hamilton and Fort Hancock to be particularly de- 
fective, as they are located well under ground. Reports 
from ordnance officers show a large percentage of black 
powder spoiled because of the dampness, and this has 
greatly reduced the general supply on hand. 











The silliness of the charge that the soldiers whose 
terms of service had expired at Manila, and who would 
not re-enlist were left on their own resources, is exposed 
by Assistant Secretary of War Meiklejohn, who asks per- 
tinently why the Government should seek to coerce men 
to re-enlist when, as has been demonstrated, it can get all 
the men it needs for service in the Philippines. Up to 
Oct. 17, the returns show 33,091 men had been enlisted 
for service in the Philippines, and approximately 75,000 
rejected. The Secretary says well that no government 
bas ever treated the private soldier with as much defer- 
ence and solicitude as the Government of the United 
States. As to the soldiers being left on their own re- 
sources, Mr. Meiklejohn cites Sec. 15, Act of Jan. 29, 
1813; G. O. 54, series of 1899, and Par. 5, G. O. 36, 1899, 
under which travel allowances for discharged men are pro- 
vided for. 


A bull movement in the South American revolutionary 
market is reported. Our namesakes in Oolombia are 
reported to be imitating their neighbors, the Venezue- 
lans, in taking up arms against the Government, the 
province of Santander being reported as the seat of 
the disturbance and martial law having been declared 
in the republic. The Liberals are the movers in the 
uprising. As the official despatches show, the revolu- 
tionists have full sway in Venezuela. District elec 
tions in Santo Domingo favor General Jimimez for Presi- 
dent. Congress will meet Nov. 10, provided no new 
revolution breaks out. 
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GENERAL GUY V. HENRY. 

A career that in all its phases reflected the highest 
honor upon the service to which he gave his life was 
closed by the death of Brig. Gen. Guy V. Henry, U. 8. A., 
at 1389 Madison avenue, New York City, at 3 a. m., Fri- 
day, Oct. 27. The General contracted a cold a few days 
ago, and this rapidly ran into pneumonia, which eventu- 
ally overcame his fighting spirit and carried him off. His 
wife and other members of his family were at his death- 
bed. The fact that General Henry was said to carry 
more battle scars than any other officer in the Army is 
an indication of his devotion to duty. He never faltered 
about undertaking any service to which he was ordered. 
If the pathway of duty had led him to jump off the 
Brooklyn Bridge or Niagara Falls he would have done it 
without a quiver. He was left for dead on one battlefield, 
but reappeared for service again in a short time. His 
obedience to his superiors was the natural product of his 
military environment. He was essentially a child of the 
Army, in which he was born, his father being brevet 
Major William S. Henry, of the 3d Infantry. He was a 
typical soldier, knowing nothing outside of the Army, and 
never felt that his horizon was narrowed thereby. 

Leaving the Military Academy May 6, 1861, as 2d 
Lieutenant of the 2d Artillery, he was permitted to begin 
the work of his life at the very threshhold of the greatest 
struggle in history. Throughout the Civil War he did 
gallant service, beginning with his participation in the 
battle of Bull Run. He then went with his battery to 
Hilton Head, and took part in the battle of Pocotaligo, 
S. C., Oct. 22, 1862, where he won his first brevet for 
gallant and meritorious service, that of Captain, U. 8. A. 
lienry was engaged in the operations against the de- 
fences of Charleston, part of the time as Acting Chief of 
Artillery, and part of the time as commander of a regi- 
ment. He was appointed a Colonel from Massachusetts, 
Nov. 9, 1863, and at the battle of Olustee won his second 
brevet, as Major, U. 8S. A. In May, 1864, he took com- 
mand of a brigade of the 18th Army Corps, Army of the 
James, and in this capacity figured in the operations be- 
fore Richmond, being at Bermuda Hundred, Drury’s 
Bluff and Cold Harbor. At the siege of Petersburg he 
gained the brevet of Lieutenant Colonel, U. 8, A., and 
Brigadier General, U. 8S. V., finally securing the brevet of 
full Colonel, U. 8. A., for gallant and meritorious service 
in the war. 

Shortly after the close of the war General Henry was 
promoted to Captain, Ist Artillery, and was transferred 
to the 3d Cavalry in 1870. As a cavalry officer he ren- 
dered gallant and efficient service, and his numerous ad- 
ventures and the hardships he endured are part of the 
romance of our frontier service, and have made the name 
of “Fighting Guy” known to every schoolboy in the land. 
From 1885 to 1889 General Henry was Inspector of Rifle 
Practice at Omaha. 

At the beginning of the Spanish War General Henry 
was commissioned Brigadier General of Volunteers, and 
though eager to go to Cuba was left out of General Shaf- 
ter’s expedition, and had to content himself with taking 
his brigade to Porto Rico with General Miles. 

As a company and regimental officer and as commander 
of an-army in the field, General Henry showed his ability 
and devotion as a soldier. There was no task too dif- 
ficult, no service too arduous for him, and to the bugle 
call of duty his response was always prompt and ef- 
ficient. His last duty was rendered as Military Governor 
of Porto Rico, from which he was relieved some months 
ago at his own request, when he felt the beginning of the 
deterioration in health which has had such swift and sad 
consequences. To restoring order out of the chaos left 
by Spanish maladministration, he addressed himself with 
his usual energy, and though unpracticed in civil affairs 
he displayed a breadth of mind that one would not have 
befere suspected could go hand in hand with his military 
severity that often bordered on irascibility. As was nat- 











ural, he was the target of much abuse from the local 
“patriots” of Porto Rico, who saw in his direct judgments 
only acts of undue rigor, but time has justified his de- 
cisions in more than one particular. 

One instance alone will suffice to show the accuracy of 
his opinions. A vile publication at San Juan was sup- 
pressed by him, and he was at once charged with petty 
tyranny. Now we learn that at the first jury trial by 
natives held in Porto Rico, which took place a few days 
ago, the editor of that paper was convicted of sending im- 
moral matter through the mails. 

General Henry had just been appointed to the Depart- 
ment of Missouri, with headquarters at Omaha, and was 
about to join his command, when stricken by his last 
illness. ‘The General is survived by his wife, who gave 
him intelligent and valuable assistance as a director of 
charitable work in Porto Rico; a daughter, Mrs. Benton, 
and two sons, one of whom, Lieut. Guy V. Henry (Major, 
26th Volunteer Infantry), promises to perpetuate the mil- 
itary tendencies of the family. 


OUR NEW BRIGADIDERS. 

The five officers selected for appointment as Brigadier 
General, U. 8. A., and for immediate retirement in suc- 
cession are fully worthy of this crowning act of their 
military career. 

Col. A. C. M. Pennington, 2d U. 8. Art., is one of our 
leading artillery officers and served with distinction dur- 
ing the Civil War, and during the Spanish-American 
war as Brigadier General of Volunteers. As an officer 
and gentleman he represents the highest type and has 
well earned his star. Lieut. Col. Royal T. Frank, ist 
U. 8. Art., latterly in command of the Department of 
the Gulf, with headquarters at Atlanta, commenced 
service in 1858 in the 5th U. 8S. Inf., served with effi- 
ciency in the Civil War, was transferred to the artillery 
in 1870, was commandant of the Artillery School from 
November, 1888, until the Spanish-American war broke 
out, and wae then appointed Brigadier General of Volun- 
teers. He commanded the Department of the East for a 
short while. and then went South in command of one of 
the large camps. As an infantry and artillery officer he 
has always been in the front rank, and well merits the 
promotion now bestowed upen him. 

Col. Louis H. Carpenter, 5th U. 8. Cav., served in the 
ranks in the early part of the War of the Rebellion, was 
commissioned in the 6th U. 8S. Cav. in 1862, and 
thereafter rendered conspicuous and gallant service ae 
Lieutenant Colonel and Colonel of the 5th U, 8. Colored 
Cavalry. He became Colonel of the 5th U. 8. Cav. in 
1897, was appointed Brigadier General of Volunteers 
early in the Spanish-American war, was a Department 





Commander in Cuba for some time, and then joined his 
regiment. A gallant and experienced officer, it is a 
source of satisfaction to his many friends that this pro- 
motion comes to him before he 1eaches the age of re- 
tirement. 

Col. Samuel Ovenshine, 23d U. Inf., was appointed 


2d Lieutenant, 5th U. 8. Inf., in An and attained his 
Colonency in 1895. He was appointed Brigadier Gen- 
eral of Volunteers in August, 1898, and has had his full 
share of service in the field since. His recent distin- 
guished service in the Philippines is so widely known 
that it is only necessary to briefly refer to it. 

Col. Daniel W. Burke, 17th U. 8. Inf., is one of the 
junior Colonels of infantry, but in point of service ranks 
the senior Colonel of infantry, having enlisted in 1858 
in the 2d U. S. Inf. He was commissioned in 1862, and 
attained his colonelcy a few months later. During the 
Civil War he served with gallantry and ability, holds a 
medal of honor for distinguished gallantry Sept. 20, 
1862, at Shepardstown Ford, W. Va., and the brevete 
of Captain and Major for gallantry at the battle of 
tettysburg. We feel sure that none of his comrades 
will begrudge Dan Burke the honor which he has so well 
earned.

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THE COST OF KRUPP ARMOR. 

A statement made by Krupp shows that the installa- 
tion of his armor plate works has cost $5,000,000, and 
that its annual product is a maximum of 6,000 tons. At 
the price of $400 a ton this would pay 5 per cent. on the 
cost of installation, and leave nothing for the cost of 
manufacture, not an extravagant interest on an invest- 
ment in processes that may at any time be superseded 
by others, as the Krupp armor has succeeded the Harvey 
and the Harvey those of an earlier date. The same 
amount of capital invested in rail plant would give an 
output of 100,000 tons. The “Scientific America,” call- 
ing attention to these facts, says: 

*“We-sincerely trust that when Congress meets again 
and takes this matter under consideration, the members 
who have hitherto busied themselves with this question 
will endeavor to look upon it from a broad and patriotic 
standpoint. In the first place, the price asked by Krupp 
is not excessive, and is being willingly paid by the Euro- 
pean makers. But even if it be excessive, we had better 
bear the comparatively slight increase of cost rather than 
‘hold. up’ indefinitely the work of constructing our new 
Navy. To do this is to be guilty of the stultification 
which is well described in the old adage which speaks 
of the folly of ‘cutting off one’s nose to spite one’s face.’ 

“We have, indeed, heard it whispered that the $400 
per ton restriction was imposed with the clear knowledge 
of the facts that we have stated above, and that it was 
done for the express purpose of delaying the battleship 
and armored cruiser construction at a time when some of 
our shipbuilding firms were not prepared or did not wish 
to take up any new naval construction. We prefer 
charitably to hope that the members who were responsi- 
ble for this ‘hold-up’ were the victims of shortsighted- 
ness or lack of information. That any member of Con- 





gress could be guilty of such a eulpable act as that of 
imperiling the safety of the country in the in ofa 
particular industry is too shocking a thought enter- 
tained without the most positive proof,”

don “Army and Navy Gazette” says: “Admiral Dewey's 
reception at the naval spectacle and military parade at 
New York at the end of last week was a worthy tribute 
to the qualities of that gallant and modest officer, and a 
fine recognition of the great services he has rendered. 
In thus applauding Admiral Dewey the Americans are 
giving expression to the new spirit that inspires them. 
They have never been slow to show their enthusiasm 
where deeds of naval gallantry and good service have 
been concerned; but the festivals of New York and 
Washington have a larger character. They are the ex- 
pression of a new consciousness in the people, and Eng- 
lishmen, who have the same qualities, cannot but sym- 
pathize with a nation stirred by the pulse of empire, in 
the hope that the two countries may go forward to- 
gether, increasing the development and confirming the 
peace of the world. It must be the duty of statesmen 
‘o smooth away all difficulties that may arise to the 
hindrance of a good understanding between the two 
countries,” 
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THD WAR IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


The appearance of things in South Africa thus far 
is not encouraging to the English, gallant as have been 
some of the feats of arms ascribed to their troops. Noth- 
ing more was or could be expected from the insufficient 
force they had at or near the Transvaal boundary than 
to hold their ground while Sir Redvers Buller was pre- 
paring to relieve them with the “scratch” corps made up 
of picked regiments and battalions which were hastening 
from England. This they have not been able to do, as is 
shown by the despatches made public by the British War 
Office, which cannot be expected to make the condition ap- 
pear any worse than it really is. Thedespatches show that 
the English have been compelled to surrender Northern 
Natal into the hands of the enemy, abandoning one posi- 
tion after another, until finally concentrating their de- 
tached columns at Ladysmith. The departure from Dun- 
dee was in such haste that they left their wounded be- 
hind. From Boer sources it is learned that the Boers 
under Joubert established themselves on Saturday, Oct. 
21, in overwhelming strength on the hills overlooking 
lbundee, which they began to bombard. The fesidents 
were ordered to leave Dundee. They walked forty miles 
to the nearest town, where they arrived in a pitiable con- 
dition, having lost everything. 

On the western frontier of the Transvaal the Boers are 
making progress also. The insufficiently garrisoned 
towns of Mafeking and Kimberley are in grave danger, 
and it is doubtful if they can hold out until reinforce- 
ments arrive. A despatch, dated Monday evening, Oct. 
23, says: “Commandant Cronje, who has been twice re- 
pulsed at Mafeking, is said to be advancing on Kim- 





_berley, and to be impressing men and seizing stores and 


munitions in British territory. He left a small force in- 
vesting Mafeking. The Free State Boers are moving 
westward in order to join him for an attack on Kim- 
berley. The Boers are reported three miles from Kim- 
berley, and are awaiting the arrival of Commandant 
Cronje there before attacking. No Boers are to be seen 
south of Belmont, which is twenty miles north of the 
Orange River. On the south of the Orange River the 
Free State burghers appear to be making a move for 
the railway junctions on the Cape Colony lines, Of the 
reported hostility of the natives to the Boers there ap- 
pears to be no evidence as yet, and many are reported to 
be with the Boer commandos in different capacities. 

Both sides claim the victory in the several encounters, 
but they were affairs of outpost, and the steady ad- 
vance of the Boers and the hasty concentration of the 
English at Ladysmith shows that thus far the Boers 
have the best of the argument. ‘The force at Lady- 
smith is estimated at 12,000. 

The Orange Free State is revorted to have annexed 
by proclamation Guiqualand. This does not appear on 
the map published last week, being too far to the west. 
It lies just west of Kimberley, and is the country of the 
Guiquas, hunting tribes of half-breeds, sprung from 
Dutch fathers and Hottentot mothers. It became valu- 
able when in 1869 and 1870 there was a rush to the 
country between the Modder and the Vaal rivers, which 
appear upon the map. The territory in which Guiqua- 
land lies was at once claimed by the Orange Free State, 
the Transvaal by Nicholas Waterboer, a half-breed OCap- 
tain, and by a native Ballapin chief. In an arbitration 
between the three other claimants, in which the 
Orange Free State did not join, the Governor of Natal 
awarded the territory to Waterboer in 1871. The 
Orange Free State protested and appealed to a t 
rendered by a British Court, to the effect that 
had never had any right to the territory. The. British 
Government paid $500,000 to quit this claim, and formed 
the territory into a Crown Colonv = the wa sage of 
Guiqualand West.

FROM OUR PHILIPPINE CORRESPONDENT. 
Navy Yard, Cavite, Sept. 8. 
The wreck of another transport, the Morgan City, 
ought to show that the experiment of employing seamen 
who are landsmen is an expensive one. The Hooker, the 


cable ship, is a complete wreck. She has been lightered 
of her cargo of cables, all her portable fittings and every- 
thing of value taken from her, and is now abandoned to 
the reefs on which she is stranded, between Corregidor 
and Cabello Islands. What she was doing in that locality 
no one knows, for the most ancient maps show there is 
not water enough there at high tide to float a flat-bot- 
tomed scow, let alone anything of the hooker’s draft. 

The Solace got off an the 2d, sailing promptly at seven, 
the hour fixed for her going. She was not long in sight 
after getting away, and doubtless her lucky passengers 
were not mournful over the fading view. The Monad- 
nock sailed the same day for Cebu. The following da 
the Glacier arrived from Hong Kong, and was most wel- 
come, as she brought the home mail.

The navy yard is most quiet. The little ebullition of 
social meyety which started a while ago seems to have 
subsided completely. Conditions certainly are not favor- 
able for social life. ‘The official restrictions make visit- 
ing from the ships impossible, except at hours when the 
temperature is too high to be pleasant. 

Colonel Pope, of the Marine Barracks, is quite ill. He 
has had much responsibility since his arrival here with 
the marine battalion, and his illness is doubtless caused 
by the work incident to fitting suitable quarters, etc. 

There seems to be no news from Army points. In fact, 
we seldom get any nowadays. They may be waiting to 
get the reinforcements “well in hand,” as the expression 
goes. Hereafter, we hear, all troopships are to come and 
o via Japan instead of Hong Kong, which will be far 
vetter than the former way. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE LAKES. 

In his annual report Brig. Gen. Thomas M. Anderson, 
commanding the Department of the Lakes, says: 

“Since assuming command I have visited and inspected 
the ports of Columbus Barracks, Ohio; Fort Sheridan, 
Illinois, and Fort Thomas, Kentucky. Columbus Bar- 
racks is well adapted for a recruiting depot, but not, in 
my opinion, for a large permanent garrison. It cannot 
well shelter more than five hundred soldiers and a pro- 
portionate number of officers. The grounds are of limited 
area and the sewerage and drainage is defective. A new 
line of drains should be put in for the buildings located 
in the extension of the post. For a reasonable expendi- 
ture the post can be made healthy and agreeable. 

“Fort Sheridan is in good condition. It is too exten- 
sive for a small garrison. At present its permanent gar- 
rison is made up of one Light Battery of Artillery. It 
will be impossible for this command, in addition to its 
routine battery duties, to keep this ~g 4 post in perfect 
police. The officers’ quarters are too far removed from 
the barracks of the soldiers for efficient supervision. In 
the barracks no provision has been made for company 
messing, and general messing does not meet the approval 
of any considerable proportion of officers of the line. 

“Fort Thomas is in a satisfactory condition. This post 
also has the objectionable feature of the general mess. 

“Fort Sheridan was made the headquarters of the 30th 
Infantry, U. 8. Vols., and Fort Thomas of the 31st In- 
fantry, U. 8S. Vols. The personnel of these regiments is 
very satisfactory. Their organization was rapidly ef- 
fected, showing the zeal and efficiency of their officers. 

“An aggregate of 728 enlisted strength present and ab- 
sent (strength for July +!) seems inadequate to the pos- 
sible needs of a Department embracing six large and 
populous States. It has at times been found difficult to 
find officers available for court-martial duty and other re- 
quirements. I wish to commend all Department staff of 
ficers of this Department for zealous and efficient service 
and to testify to the efficiency and cheerful performance 
of duty of all of the officers and men of this command. 
Owing to the continual changes in stations of officers and 
troops no Lyceum work has been accomplished in this 
Department. For the same reason it was found imprac- 
tieable to have schools at any of the posts in the Depart- 
ment.” 

Col. Hartsuff, Deputy Surgeon General, Chief Sur- 
geon, in his report says: 

“The mean strength of the command, as compiled from 
the reports by the medical officers at Fort Brady, Colum- 
bus Barracks, Fort Sheridan and Fort Wayne during the 
year, and by the medical officer at_Fort Thomas for the 
months of March, April, May and June, 1899, was 1,715. 
From this total there were 5,945 admissions to the sick 
report, of which 5,532 were for disease and 418 for in- 
juries ; 47 per cent. of the admissions on account of dis- 
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ease were cases of malarial fever contracted in Cuba. 

In his report Lieut. Col. J. M. J. Sanno, Acting In- 
spector General, says : , 

“The commanding officer Fort Brady, Mich., Major J. 
Cc. Key 18th Ivania Vol. Inf., was not conversant 
with his duties not seem to acquaint himself 

The camp at Alliance, Ohio, was

officer, experienced as a National 
Guardsman, well qualified to maintain proper disci- 
good care of his men. 

r Army officers who were conducting the 
staff services at Columbus Barracks, Fort Sheridan and 
Fort a to be capable and attentive to 
their duties. olunteer officers were. performing the 
staff duties at other posts and appeared to be interested 
in their work—willing and anxious to learn—and were as 
efficient as could reasonably be expected from their lim- 
ited experience. The behavior of detachments of the 
Regular Army was excellent at all the posts except Fort 
Thomas, where the commanding officer reported that 
Salem settlement, just outside the reservation, was a 
nuisance, and, on account of low saloons which it con- 
tains, a menace to the morale and discipline of the men. 
The discipline of the Volunteers at Fort Brady was lax, 
but it is no easy matter to maintain in Volunteer organi- 
zations the Regular Army standard of discipline. The 
behavior and ipline of the Volunteer company at Al- 
liance, Ohio, were good. 

“At Fort Brady, the battalion drill of the three com- 
nanies of the 18th Pennsylvania Vol. Inf., was only fair, 
and the Captain who commanded the battalion at drill 
was not conversant with the school of the battalion. The 
company drills, both in close and extended order, were 
unsatisfactory, as was also the individual instruction ex- 
cept the setting-up exercises. Advance guard was very 
unsatisfactory—disposition of point and flankers was not 
proper. The charge was not led by the officers and lacked 
spirit. It was quite evident that the three companies 
needed much drilling. A non-commissioned officers’ school 
was conducted in each organization, but the companies 
had had no target practice. ‘The surgeon had not “py the 
company officers the instruction uired by A. R. 1,412, 
as amended by G. O. 60, A. G. O., 1897, and no detail for 
practice in signaling had been made. 

“The drill of Co. F, 18th Pennsylvania Vol. Inf., .Alli- 
ance, Ohio, was an improvement over that of the three 
companies at Fort Brady, and quite good considering the 
amount of guard duty required of the men, coupled with 
the fact that the drill ground was rough, and covered 
with cinders which interfered very much with the move- 
ments. The company needed drill in bayonet exercise— 
fully one-third of the men did not handle their pieces with 
life or assume the proper positions. The officers of this 
company appeared to understand the drill regulations. 

“Complaint was made at Columbus Barracks that the 
Parker lamp is faulty and leaks after short usage. At 
Fort Brady, the beef served at the general mess was re- 

»rted to be frequently tainted. Complaint was made at 
‘ort Sheridan that winter wheat flour, ‘Garfield,’ had 
been found to be of inferior quality. 

“The sanitary condition of each post was reported to 
be good. During the year preceding the inspection there 
had been no epidemic, except scarlét fever at Fort 
Wayne and measles at Columbus Barracks—confined to 
children at both posts. The supply of water was reported 
to be sufficient and the quality good, except at Columbus 
Barracks, where the quality is not satisfactory. The 
sewerage and drainage were reported to be satisfactory. 

“During the twelve months preceding the inspection 
87,423 persons applied for enlistment at the eight sta- 
tions of whom 6,721, or about 18 per cent., were accepted. 
Of the accepted quan, 5,879, or 87.47 per cent. were 
of native and 842, or 12.53 per cent., of foreign birth. 


The ages of the accepted applicants were: Minors, 888; 
between 21 and 30, 5,078; between 30 and 40, 725; over 
40, 30. The following is a classification of the 25 leading 
occupations, embracing about 80 per cent. of these re- 
cruits: Laborers, 15o4 : farmers, 943; soldiers, 315; 
teamsters, 174; clerks, 121; machinists, 115; waiters, 
112; students, 100: carpenters, 88; printers, 86; pharma- 
cists, 83: moulders, 82; school teachers, 72; painters, 69; 
blacksmiths, 63; butchers, 58; physicians, 54; plumbers, 
54: cooks, 49: coopers, 46: engineers, 43: miners, 35; 
barbers. 33; porters, 26; bakers, 25; total, 4,370. 

“The stations are desirably located and were found in 
good condition. The recruiting officers give proper atten- 
tion to their duties and the recruiting details were re- 
ported to be competent and satisfactory. 

“It is recommended that lance sergeants on duty at re- 
cruiting stations be given the full rank and pay of a ser- 
geant of infantry. The duties performed by them are 
most important and responsible. 

“In the inspections of money accounts few errors were 
discovered and these were technicalities of minor im- 
portance.”

A FILIPINO BLUE BOOK. 


Aguinaldo is taking on European manners, his latest 
assumption of civilized ways of doing things being the 
issue of a Blue Book containing the correspondence be 
tween him and the American commanders and. consuls.

States Congress, and contains a long argument by Sefior 
Buencamino, of the so-called Cabinet o uinaldo, and

States ul at Hong Kong, to Aguinaldo in June and 
July of last year. It has made a sensation among the 
Spaniards at Manila. 









Replying to Aguinaldo’s request that the Americans 
would arrange for the shipment of the S ish prisoners 
to Hong Song. relieving the Filipinos of the expense of 
maintaining them, Mr. Wildman wrote: “Never mind 
feeding them. A meal every day of rice and water will 
be a diet. They have been living too high during the: 
last few years. As the Spaniards want more bloodshed 
in the Philippines, I trust you will let them have a taste 
of real war. Do not be so tender with them. Handle 
them as od would treat you.” 

Mr. Wildman’s letters deal largely with the shipment 
of arms. The whole correspondence, however, contains no 
promises of independence. Sefior Buencamino lays stress 
upon letters from Admiral ap | and General derson 
requesting passes for American officers and others to visit 
Filipino territory, and upon a letter from General Ander- 
son asking “you and your ~eople to co-operate with us in 
military operations against the Spaniards.” Of course, 
no one who knows the wily Filipino will accept any state- 
ment in the book without the strongest proof. One evi- 
dence of non-genuineness lies in the fact that the book 
— no dedication to “My esteemed friend, Edward At- 

inson. 

Edwin Wildman, who was American Vice-Consul at 
Hong Kong during the Spanish war, has returned to 
America. e says: “At no conference with Aguinaldo 
that I attended with Admiral Dewey or others was inde. 
pendence promised to Aguinaldo or the Filipinos. Agui- 
naldo, in his proclamations, carefully avoids making a 
distinct declaration that such a promise was made, and 
that kind of talk has always come from some of his 
followers. While Aguinaldo has had but a limited eduv- 
eation, he possesses much intelligence, and has a bora 
genius for leadership. It will never do to temporize with 
the Filipinos. That only means the unnecessary loss of 
life and the expenditure of millions of money every 
zene, Mr. Wildman thinks Generai Otis attempts to do 
oo much.

“The Army must have 
nothing whatever to do with enforcing rules for the 
government of miners or miners’ unions.

General Merriam, in his report, makes particular refer- 
ence to this telegram, saying: “The telegram of May 
21, signed b reta Alger, had given me muc 
concern, for it contained a plain intimation that some 
order or instruction intended for my guidance had not 
been received. To clear up all doubt on this point I 
applied by mail for a copy of the paper referred to in 
that telegram as my ‘original instructions.’ The desired 
paper was not furnished, but in the meantime the Secre- 
tary’s telegram containing the hurtful intimation was 
given out at the War Department for publication, and 
was published very generally throughout the country. 
Thereupon I renewed my application for whatever had 
been referred to in that telegram as my ‘original in- 
structions.’

THE INTERNATIONAL YACHT RAOB. 


In the international yacht races for the America’s cup, 
the American boat has proved her superiority over the 
English yacht, Shamrock, by winning in __ three 
straight races of the five allowed. The first of the 
trials between the two yachts was very disappointing, as 
no fewer than seven attempts to sail the firsi race 
failed for lack of wind. In these preliminary brushes, 
the yachts hung together very closely, flukes now aiding 
one yacht and then the other, and it was not a fair test 


of the abilities of either boat. The Shamrock, however 
seemed, contrary to expectation, to be the better light 
weather boat so far as could be judged. 

The Columbia was perfectly handled from start to 
finish, and her crew was just as smart as the picked 
British crew on the Shamrock. The latter is a fine boat, 
and undoubtedly the fastest ever sent over the ocean to 
try for the cup. She was, moreover, admirably han- 
died, but the Columbia beat her fairly and squarely on 
every point of sailing, especially in windward work, and 
her superiority in both light winds and heavy was fully 
demonstrated. 

Even in a piping breeze of twenty knots or more an 
hour, and a lump of a sea, which the Shamrock had 
hoped for, the latter was easily beaten, when it came to 
the windward work on the home run, of the last race. 

Sir Thomas Lipton proved himself to be an honorable 
antagonist, and although he lost the race he won uni- 
versal respect for his ee as a gentleman and a 
thorough sportsman. e has announced that he will 
try again, and if he does, we would suggest that he 
use the Shamrock as a trial boat, just as the Columbia 
used the Defender. To stand any chance of winning 
he must have a boat at least ten minutes faster than 
the Shamrock. 

In the first race sailed on Oct. 16, fifteen miles to 
windward and return, the Columbia won by the hand- 
some margin of 10 minutes and 14 seconds elapsed time, 
or 10 minutes and 8 seconds corrected time. Co- 
lumbia’s greatest gain was in windward work, and in 
this on the run out she gained 9 minutes 52 seconds. 
In the run home before the wind her gain was o 22 
seconds. The wind in this race was light, varying from 
9 knots at the start to 4 at the finish. 

The second race sailed on Oct. 17 was marred by an 
unfortunate accident to the Shamrock, whose port top- 
mast shroud parted soon after the start, and the stout 
topmast snapped short off and with the great clubtop- 
sail came down with a rush, fortunately hurting no 
one. This put the Shamrock out of the race, but under 
the terms of the contest, the Columbia completed the 
course in 3 hours and 37 minutes and was awarded the 
race, under the rules. The course was over an equilater- 
al triang:e of tea miles to each side, and it was so set 
that the first leg was to windward. The two yachts 
made a beautiful start and went off on a long port tack 
soon after going over the line. It was on this tack 
that the accident occurred which converted ‘the race into 
a walk-over. 

The attempt to sail the second race on Oct. 19 
proved the eighth failure, for the wind again fell, mak- 
ing it impossible for the yachts to finish within the time 
limit. When the race was declared off, however, the 
Columbia was three miles in the lead, 

The third race was sailed Oct. 21 in a wind which blew 
from 20 to 25 miles, and in a sea which threw clouds of 
spray over the racers. It was a close run before the wind 
to the outer mark, which the Colum.wia rounded just 17 
seconds ahead of the Shamrock. 

The run home was a beat in a wind blowing fully 25 
mi'es, and against a heavy sea. The lumbia at once 
showed her heels to her antagonist, by clawing to wind- 
ward in grand style and increasing her lead on every 
tack. The Columbia’s time over the course was 3 hours, 
38 minutes and 25 seconds. She defeated the challenger 
in actual time by 6 minutes and 18 seconds. Corrected 
time 6 minutes and 34 seconds. In the run to the 
outer mark the Columbia was 1 minute and 18 seconds 
better than Sir Thomas's ship. This seemed to be the 
Shamrock’s best point of sailing. In the weather work 
the Columbia defeated her rival by 5 minutes, actual

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FOREIGN NOTES. 

With the completion of the reorganization of the Ger- 
man field artillery on Oct. 1 and the constitution of the 
new batteries, new regulations come into force, replacing 
those of June 27, 1 and May 893. 

Gene Azcarraga is the new Spanish Minister for 
War. e has declared that in taking office he does not 
pledge himself to reduce the military expenditure by any 
definite sum, and is of opinion that the government must 
keep its engagements toward the country by en tic- 
ally coping with the question of retrenchment, without, 
however, impairing a force which is essential to its wel- 
fare. 

The launch of the French thifd-class cruiser Infernet 
took place at Bordeaux Sept. 7. She is a vessel intended 
for foreign service, and is sheathed. “YW — 
tons; length, 311 feet, 8 inches; beam, feet, 4 inches; 
draught, 15 feet, 6 inches; armament, two 5.5 inch, four 
3.9 inch, and eight 1.8 inch quick firers. Engines of 
8,500 horse-power. Speed, 20.5 knots. The coal capac- 
ity is 345 tons normal and 480 tons extreme. pees. at 
Copenhagen, the Danish armorclad Herluf Trolle was 
launched. he is designed for coast defence purposes, 
and displaces 3,470 tons. Her engines will be of 4,200 
indicated horse-power. 

A Paris journal states that successful experiments have 
been made with an entirely new type of torpedo boat. 
These vessels are said to be quite small, aind are in- 
tended to be swung like ordinary ships’ boats to the sides 
of ironclads. ‘They can be launched rapidly, and the ob- 
ject is to defend the parent ships. 

Minister Loomis has cabled the State Department that 
the revolution in Venezuela is about ended. Within 48 
hours the Government will withdraw its forces and allow 
General Castro to enter Caracas without opposition. 

On Oct. 1 the reorganization of the German artillery 
became an accomplished fact. The corps artillery have 
been suppressed, and the infantry divisions have double 
the complement of batteries formerly attached to them. 
The number of field artillery regiments has been in- 
creased to ninety-four, with 574 batteries, and each in- 
fantry division has a brigade of two regiments of artil- 
lery, each with six batteries. The 37th and 39th divis- 
ions are exceptions to this rule, having each only one 
artillery regiment. The “Progres” notes that this new 
howitzer armament is said to be Krupp’s greatest tri- 
umph, and to unite extraordinary power with mobility. 
and that the Berlin journals and specialists—contrary to 
the system of secrecy that prevails in France—urge that 
the whole Army should know the qualities and use of the 
new arm, 

For one British officer who can speak Russian, twenty 
Russian officers can speak English. Still, the authorities 
at St. Petersburg are not satisfied, and orders have lately 
been issued which make English a compulsory subject at 
military examinations, with a view, probably, to possible 
contingencies in the neighborhood of the Khyber Pass. 
A limited number of English officers are to be sent to 
China to study Chinese. 

Agents of the British Government are buying mules 
in the United States in large numbers, and a portion of 
them have already been shipped for the Transvaal. U 
to Oct. 18 Major Flint and Lieut. Conder, of the British 
Army, had purchased 2,000 mules in St. Louis, of the 
10,000 they desire to secure. 

Voulet and Chanoine, the French officers, whose out- 
rages in Centtal Africa are reported, have been shot by 
their men. They had been declared outlaws by the 
French Government and they were expected to set up 
for themselves. A raid into British territories was 
among the possibilities of their adventures, they having 
been among the bitterest of the anti-British officers en- 
gaged in the Niger regions when feeling between the 
two countries ran so high a couple of years ago. It will 















be a relief to many to know that they are out of the 
way.

The French Minister of War has distributed the re- 
cruits of the 1898 class, called for one year, among the 
following branches of the service, thus: Infantry, 52,747: 
artillery, 9,029; engineers. 1,278: transport, 1,212, and 
administration, 2,020—making a total of 68,281. Chiefly 
in consequence of the instructions given to the Army 
medical officers to reject all co who show any 
signs of physical weakness, the num of recruits this 
year for the French Army will be 23,000 less than in 
1898- The additional battalions which were to have 
been formed early next year cannot be created, and all 
the arrangements being made for extra barrack accom- 
modation have been canceled. 

The London “Times” was recently called to account 
he correspondent for saying that “Spain employs 23,000 
officers for an Army of only 80,000 rank and file.” The 
facts, he explained, are that the 23,000 officers borne on 
the Spanish establishment have not been appointed for 
an army of 80,000, but held commissions in ‘the active 
force of 355,000 men which Spain kept under arms before 
the late war with the United States, viz., 125,000 in the 
Peninsula, 184,000 in Cuba, 40,000 in the Philippines 
und 6,000 in Porto Rico. On losing the colonies it has 
been a simple matter to disband these armies and reduce 
that of the Peninsula to a force of 80,000; but it was 
impossible to annul at a stroke the career, commissions, 
and rights of the officers, hence the discrepancy. The 
surplus officers are on half-pay and without commands.
